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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on September 28, 

2004. 

Claims 1 and 7 have been amended. Overall, claims 1-10 are pending in this application. 
Applicant's cooperation in correcting the informalities in the drawing and specification are 
appreciated. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Mr. 
John Orange (Reg. No. 29, 725) on December 17, 2004. During telephone conversation with Mr. 
Orange, an agreement was reached to amend claim 1. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

- Claim 1, line 8, -the oppositely directed surfaces of— has been inserted after

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as pointed out by 
applicant on page 8 in applicant's amendment, the cited references fail to disclose or render 
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obvious the claimed combination including the bearings having a sealing face overlying the end 
faces of the gears and biasing into engagement with the faces of the gears by the pressure 
compensating seal located between the oppositely directed surfaces of the bearing and the 
housing, the sealing face having a channel being between the sealing face and the end faces of 
the gear to introduced fluid pressure between the faces.
